transferred to dumpsters. Dust became 
abundant during the cutting of pipes, 
especially in the basement. 

Testing for asbestos began July 19, 
and positive signs of a hazardous 
element were found. County 
commissioners voted July 23 to clase 
the courthouse until it could be 
decontaminated. Following the 
Cleaning, the courthouse was reopened 
July 29. 

Due to the exposure to the asbestos, 
the county has set Monday, Nov. 25 
for pulmonary asbestos testing. The 
pulmonary function testing will be 
held at the courthouse from 11 a.m. to 
5 p.m. by Dr. William McNamara, the 
county physician. 

The testing will be available for all 
county employees and any other 
individuals who were present in the 
courthouse from July 18-23. 

The county was issued a citation 
and fine from the Division of 
Occupational Health for failure to 
idenufy the presence of asbestos. 

The actual citation read, “On July 
23, 1996 it was determined that the 
building and/or facility owner failed 
to identify the presence, location and 
quantity of all asbestos-containing 
materials (ACM) and/or presumed 


asbestos-containing materials 
(PACM) present at the 200 West 
Michigan Avenue, Grayling, Michigan 
project site...” 

The original penalty charge was 
$3,500 for the citation, but the county 
set a petition for modification of the 
Citation and the penalty was reduced 
by 50 percent. 

Occupational Health Regional 
Supervisor James DeLiefde stated in a 
letter to the county, “The department 
has carefully reviewed the 
classification and penalty associated 
with these citation items and 
determined they were correctly 
assessed. However, the 
will reduce the penalty from $3,500 to 
$1,750 in recognition of the county's 
prompt abatement efforts and the good 
faith it has shown throughout these 


In the letter requesting the 
modification of the penalty, County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds Sandra Moore 
Stated that the county wasn't aware 
that it was necessary to identify the 
presence of asbestos because the 
county was not aware of any asbestos’ 
in the courthouse. 

Prior to any future renovations, a 
survey will first be conducted, Moore 
stated,

Fraud charges filed in case; [ 
Locals may be involved 


The Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission (CFTC) announced the 
filing on Sept. 30 of a seven-count 
civil complaint in the U.S. District 
Court for the Eastern District of 
Michigan. 

The seven-count complaint is 
against Gary Berus of Warren 
(individually and doing business as 
Profit Masters Group), Meca 
International, Inc., a Michigan 
corporation controlled by Berus and 
located in Warren, and Patricia Gale 
of Gaylord, a tax retum preparer and 
financia! planner. 

The complaint alleges that from 
October 1992 to the present, the 
defendants violated the anti-fraud 
provisions of the Commodity 
Exchange Act (CEA) and CFTC 
regulations in that Berus, Meca 
International, and Gale fraudulently 
solicited approximately SO elderly and 
retired Michigan residents to invest 
approximately $1 million in two pools 
of trade, among other things, 
commodity future contracts. 

The CFTC also charges that the 
defendants violated disclosure, 
reporting, and record-keeping 
provisions of federal commodities law 
and CFTC regulations applicable to 
commodity pool operators. 

Although the CFTC can't confirm 


or deny reports of victims involved, an 
anonymous resident claimed thai some 
Grayling area residents may be some 
of the alleged victims in this case. 

Dennis Holden, an employee of the 
CFTC Public Affairs Office, said the 
lovation of the alleged victims won’t 
be officially known until the case is 
heard in court 


In addition Lo the other charges, the 
CFIC complaint alleges that Berus 
and Meca International fraudulenuy 
solicited approximately $376,000 from 
10 individuals to ade commodity 
futures contracts in accounts managed 
by Berus, by, among other things, 
falsely represcnting their wack record 
in trading such accounts and falsely 
stating that any losses could and would 
be limited to a specific amount. 

As to the pools, the defendants are 
charged with cheating and defrauding 
customers by, among other things: 

* misrepresenting thal pool investors 
had achieved and would continue to 
achieve significant profits ranging 
from 12 to 24 percent annually with 
litde or no risk;

commodity futures trading; 

* misrepresenting the track record 
of Berus’ previous trading; and 

* misrepresenting the performances 
of the two commodity pools in written 
and oral statements, by reporting large 
profits when, in fact, neither of the 
pools was ever profitable. 


The CFTC is seeking preliminary 
and permanent civil injunctions against 
the defendants, restitution to 
customers, disgorgement of ill-gotten 
gains, and a civil monetary penally 
against cach defendant upto $100,000, 
or triple the monetary gain, whichever 
is greater for each violation, among 

Simultaneous with the filing of the 
CFTC’s action, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission filed a separate 
action, also in the U.S. District Court 
for the Easter District of Michigan, 
alleging federal securities violations 
against Berus, Gale, and others in 
connection with several investment 
schemes related to the CFTC charges.

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Michigan’s ski areas are expanding 
both on the slopes —- and off — to lure 
new eager learners as well as steady 
customers, reports AAA Michigan. 

“Michigan's skiers have a lot to 
look forward to this winter,” thanks to 
new developments opening this 
season, and new ways to have fun 
going downhill,” said Bill Best, AAA 
Michigan’s Travel Service director. 
“To meet the growing recreational 
pursuits of families, seven ski areas 
are building new snowboard parks or 
enlarging existing ones.” 

Some report an increase in 25-to40- 
year-old boarders. 


The focus on family continues at 
most Michigan skiareas. Atleast seven 
ski areas are also introducing rentals 
of new “super-sidecut” skis, designed 
to allow nearly effortless tuming. The 
industry hopes these new skis will 
revitalize long-term interest in skiing 
and build on last winter’s success. 

“The industry is coming off a good 
year after several years of flat growth,” 
Best said. 

An unusually long winter made for 
a November-to-late-April ski season, 
boosting ski revenues an average 16 
percent, according to a Michigan Ski 
Industries Association survey. 


The state’s largest ski development 
news comes from Boyne Mountain, 
near Boyne Falls, which didn’tend the 
previous season until May 12. In its 
largest expansion ever, Boyne will 
open 12 new runs this winter, 
increasing its terrain by nearly a third. 

Runs at the new Disciples Ridge 
include five beginner, or “green” runs, 
three intermediate, or “blue” trails, 
and three advanced, or “black 
diamond” runs. The 12th new mun, 
billed as Michigan’s steepest trail — 
named Devil's Dive —is rated double- 
black diamond, with a 61-percent 
grade. The area will be served by a 
new three- person chairlift. 


Boyne will add beginner's 
“carousels” at Boyne Mountain and 
Boyne Highlands, near Harbor 
Springs, which expanded its runs in 
1992, First-timers are towed in acircle 
by four revolving booms while gaining 
their balance and confidence, Boyne 
highlands is creating a second 
snowboard half-pipe, serviced by a 
rope tow. 

Inthe Upper Peninsula, Indianhead 
Mountain, near Ironwood, cut three 
mile-long downhill trails, while 
Marquette Moentain, near Mar- 
quette, has a new all-terrain run for 
skiers and snowboarders, two glade 
trails, and a second snowboard half-

pipe. Nub’s Nob, near Harbor Springs, 
continues preparations for the 1997 
opening of its area, which will feature 
10 more runs and a new four-place 
chairlift. 

This season, two beginner runs have 
been added, and a glade created in an 
intermediate area, adding 11 acres of 
terrain.

Whether heading to your favorite 
Michigan ski slope or to a warm 
weather state escape, six seconds can 
save a lot of grief when Michigan’s 
weather tums nasty, according to AAA 
Michigan. 

That's because the leading cause of 
traffic crashes on ice-slicked, snow- 
Clogged roads is following the car in 
front too closely, The driver in front 
stops; the following driver can't. 

Along with following some safe- 
driving techniques, Jerry Basch, AAA 
Michigan's community Safety Ser- 
vices manager, recommends increas- 
ing following distance on slipper roads 
from the good-road gap of three- 


seconds to six-seconds.

road marking or sign, and then begin 
counting when the car ahead passes 
that spot — “one-thousand-one, one- 
thousand-two ...” 

“You're tailgating if you get to that 
spot before counting to six,” Basch 
said. “Too close for safety on slippery 
roads,” 

Stopping distances on metting ice 
and snow at the 32-degrees freezing 
point are twice as greal as al zero 
temperatures.

Defensive driving techniques 
take sting from winter roads 


tips to help motorists steer clear of 
winter driving trouble: 

+ Improve visibility by clearing all 
snow and ice from the entire car — 
hood, roof, trunk, tum signals, lights, 
windows, mirrors, even fender wells. 
Also driving with headlights on low- 
beam provides better road illumination 
in snow and fog than using high-beams, 

¢ Remember, posted speed limits 
are set for ideal road and weather 
conditions. 

* Avoid sudden starts, stops and 
turns. Accelerate carefully so car 
whecls don’t spin. 

* Don't brake hard. The best 
technique for braking on ice or snow is 
“threshold” or “squeeze” braking. This 
is done by applying the brakes firmly 
to a point just short of lock up, and 
then casing off the brake pedal slightly. 
Applying steady pressure is better than 
“pumping” the brakes. If a person's 
vehicle has anti-lock braking, 
continuous firm braking is usually 
recommended. Check the owner's 
manual for proper procedure. 

+ In a skid, case off the accelerator 
and don't lock up the brakes, Carefully 
steer in the direction you want the car 
to go and straighten the wheel as soon 
as the car begins to go in the desired 

* Anticipate potential danger such 
as ice on bridges, snow-covered lane 
markings, stalled cars and poor 
visibility, Adjust speed, increase 
distance between other cars or change 
lanes to avoid trouble, Watch for other

Gotis said it’s too soon to judge the 
reforms. Gotis also agrees that talk of 
a gasoline tax increase is premature. 

“Until legislators can determine the 
best use of money, there won't be a 
blanket increase,” Gotts predicts. 

This disappoints road commis- 
sioners, who advocate a tax increase 
to improve local roads. 

“Michigan is at the bottom for 
receiving revenue from the gas tax,” 
said Andy Trim, managing director of 
the Delta County Road Commission 
in Gladstone, Michigan ranks 45th in 
the nation in revenue collected from 8 
gallon of fuel. 

Trim believes Lower Michigan and 
the Upper Peninsula are even lower 
priority. “Here, the roads deteriorate 
faster.” Trim attributes the conditions 
tomore snow in the area, which results 
in more plowing and other treatment 
during winter. 

“They don’t pay attention to this,” 
Trim said about current state and 
federal funding formulas, which do 
make provisions for average snowfall. 
But the county must wait a year before 
that can be calculated, delaying funds 
for snow removal. 

State funding for county road 
budgets is based mainly on population 
is a critical factor because the U.P. is 
less populated than down state.

Stalc Senator George McManus (R- 
Traverse City) said Nov. 14 that the 
stale is NOt about to climinate the re- 
quirement that school distri¢ts provide 
special education services to students, 
conwrary lorecent reports by the media. 

“Contrary to news reports, we are 
hot getung ready to abolish the special 
education requirement in public 
schoals,” McManus said. “We are 
naturally interested in the outcome of 
the Durant’ case before the Michigan 
Supreme Court, Only upon the resolu- 
on of this case can we begin to take a 
closcr took at how the legislature 
should address the issues of state- 
mandaicd education requirements and 
funding. 

“To suggest that the Senate has 
Icgislation ready to abolish the special 
education provision in our public 
schools is irresponsible, totally untrue, 
and sounds a false and inflammatory 
alarm. 

“This is a complex, emotional and 
vitally important issue. Full discussion 
and open hearings will take place 
before the senate takes any action,” 
McManus said. 

No legislation has been introduced 
which would climinate the special 
education requirement.

Goss recommends having provisions 
to get by without help, and plans to 
cooperate with neighbors or evacuate 
if necessary. 

In addition, Goss said that keeping 
home heating oil and vehicle fuel tanks 
full will help avoid becoming trapped 
without heat when storms move in 
swiftly. Winter emergency kits for 
every car or truck are also potential 
lifesavers. 

Last winter, most of the northern 
and eastern sections of the United 
States were blanketed with near-record 


ig 
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snowfalls and extreme low tempera- 
tures. Nearly 15 major cities set all- 
Lime seasonal snowfall records. 

The New England states are 
expected to be colder than normal this 
winter. Colder temperatures are also 
forecast for the Great Lakes, across 
the High Plains and into eastern Mon- 
tana. The NWS Climate Prediction 
Center’s (CPC) seasonal outlook for 
this winter forecasts slightly above 
normal temperatures across the south 
and southwest portions of the country. 
Outlooks for the remainder of the 
country do not provide cnough data to 
determine temperature variations.

Kevin McCarthy, program manager 
in NWS’s Office of Meteorology 
located in Silver Spring, Maryland, 
reminds the public to listen to NOAA 
weather radio broadcasts for current 
weather information during winter 
storms. 

Emergency management officials 
point out that timely preparation, 
including structural and non-structural 
Mitigation measures to avoid the 
impacts of severe winter weather, can 
avert heavy personal, business and 
government expenditures.
